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This  family  history  was  largely 
compiled  by  Alma  Victoria 
Davies  Lusk  but  because  illness 
and  death  came  to  her  before 
she  had  finished  the  book,  it  was 
completed  and  published  by  her 
son,  Martin  Willard  Lusk,  and 
is  lovingly  dedicated  to  her 
memory .

THE  LUSK  FAMILY 


HE  ORIGIN  of  the  name  and  family  of  Lusk 
is  largely  a  matter  of  legend  and  conjecture. 
That  the  family  came  from  the  British  Isles 
there  is  no  doubt,  but  no  actual  record  of  their 
Old  World  home  or  history  prior  to  their 
to  America  has  been  found. 

The  legend  that  persists  in  our  branch  of  the  family  tells 
that  the  Norman  Knight  John  came  to  England  with  Wil¬ 
liam  the  Conqueror  in  1066.  After  the  conquest,  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  service  to  the  new  king,  he  was  given  a  grant 
of  land  on  the  River  Usk  in  Western  England  and  Wales. 
He  adopted  the  name  John  Le  Usk,  which  was  later  short¬ 
ened  to  Lusk. 

A  letter  from  Honorable  Hugh  Lusk.  East  Orange,  N.  J. 
(a  relative  of  Sir  Andrew  Lusk,  M.P.,  of  London,  England), 
in  the  Flora  Ward  Lusk  Collection,  says: 


“Of  the  history  of  the  family  itself  before  it  came  to 
America  I  can  speak  with  more  confidence. 


“Originally,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  the  Lusks  were 
DANES,  who  came  to  the  West  of  Scotland  not  less  than 
six  centuries  ago  and  settled  in  Ayrshire,  where  they  owned 
landed  property  until  the  death  of  my  grandfather  in  the 
year  1846.  when  the  last  of  it  was  sold  .... 

“In  the  time  of  the  Cromwellian  conquest  and  settlement 
of  the  north  of  Ireland  in  the  year  1656,  a  younger  branch  of 
the  family  took  part  in  the  settlement  of  the  confiscated 
territory  and  recovered  part  of  the  land.  You  may  find 
marked  on  any  good  map  of  the  north  of  Ireland  the  town 
of  LUSK  which  still  marks  the  site  of  this  original  grant 
or  settlement. 
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Hie  legend  in  the  family  is  that  the  original  Lusk  came 
soldier  of  King  Haco  of  Denmark  when  he  invaded 
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Scotland  in  the  thirteenth  century  and  was  defeated  at  the 
battle  of  Largs,  on  the  Ayrshire  Coast.  There  is,  how¬ 
ever,  no  documentary  evidence  in  support  of  this.  The  name 
is  still  well  known  and  not  uncommon  in  Denmark.” 

In  the  letters  of  Reverend  Davis  Lusk,  of  New  Jersey,  a 
Presbyterian  minister  of  note,  Flora  Ward  Lusk  finds  this 
quotation:  “Lusk,  a  native  of  County  Antrim,  Ireland,  fled 
from  that  country  on  account  of  religious  persecution  .  .  . 
Protestants.” 


Stiles,  in  his  “Geneologies  and  Biographies  of  ancient 
Wethersfield,  Connecticut,”  says:  “They  (the  Lusks)  were 
of  Scotch-Irish  origin,  known  as  ‘North  of  Ireland  men/ 
that  is,  men  who  —  or  their  progenitors  —  driven  from  Scot¬ 
land  by  religious  and  civil  persecution,  had  found  refuge  for 
a  while  in  the  northern  counties  of  Ireland.  They  were  of 
the  stalwart,  energetic,  liberty-loving  and  God-fearing  race 
which,  by  successive  immigrations,  contributed  so  greatly 
to  the  formation  of  our  national  character  during  the 
Colonial  period  preceding  the  revolutionary  war.” 

The  origin  of  the  name  is  also  attributed  to  the  Norman 
Simon  I)e  Lusco,  to  the  old  Anglo-Saxon  word  “luske,”  mean¬ 
ing  “lazy,”  to  the  Gaelic  word  for  “cave”  and  the  Welsh 
“losce,”  a  “burning”  or  “searing”  —  Gaelic  “loisy,”  “to 
burn.”  The  name  in  American  records  is  spelled  “Lusk,” 
“Lisk,”  “Lush,”  “Lysk”  and  “Loosh.”  The  last  two,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Salley,  historian,  of  the  Carolinas,  states  the 
Scotch  spelling  by  clerk  according  to  sound. 


THE  LUSK  FAMILY 

Stephen  Lusk*  was  at  Newington,  Connecticut,  according 
to  church  records,  by  1715.  Mrs.  William  D.  Spalding,  now 
deceased,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  felt  almost  certain,  from 
her  accurate  and  extensive  research,  that  lie  was  the  father 
of  all  the  known  Lusks  in  Connecticut.  To  date  no  will  or 
other  record  has  been  found  to  prove  it.  The  following  chil¬ 
dren  have  been  accurately  traced  in  America: 
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JOHN  LUSK-  was  born  May  5,  1702/03/05.  The  line  of 
Mrs.  Spalding,  former  State  Senator  Clayton  Lusk  of  New 
York  and  the  well  known  Anson  Stokes  Phelps  family  of 
New  York. 


WILLIAM  LUSK-  was  a  tavern  keeper.  It  is  said  that 
General  Levi  Lusk,  of  martial  spirit  and  revolutionary  mem¬ 
ory,  was  his  son.  A  family  now  living  in  California  claims 
descent. 


THOMAS  LUSK-,  the  brother  from  whom  we  are  descend¬ 
ed,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Stephen  Lusk.  Thomas  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  Newington  Church  when  Mr.  Belden  was 
settled  in  1747.  He  settled  in  that  part  of  New  Britain.  Con¬ 
necticut,  known  as  “strip-land,”  where  some  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  became  extensive  land  holders.  It  is  thought  that  his 
wife’s  name  was  Isabella. 


The  Children  of  Thomas  and  Isabella  Lusk 


JOHN  LUSK*  was  born  in  1730.  He  married  MARY 
SMITH,  who  was  born  in  172G.  Mr.  Lyman,  who  had  a  grant 
from  the  king  for  land  in  Mississippi,  prevailed  upon  :i  com¬ 
pany  of  families  from  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  to 
migrate  there  April  1,  1776.  They  went  to  New  Orleans  and 
to  Natchez.  These  families  were  Loyalists.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  Lusk  family  joined  the  Smith  family  at  that  time. 


ANDREW  LUSK’  married  MARY  SMITH  July  1.  1763. 
This  Mary  Smith  is  thought  to  be  a  cousin  of  the  girl  of  the 
same  name  who  married  John  Lusk.  He  was  a  drummer  in 
the  Havana,  Cuba,  Spanish  Expedition,  1762,  French  and 
Indian  Wars  Col.  Lyman’s  Regiment,  Connecticut;  enlisted 
February  28,  1757.  and  discharged  September  1,  1757. 


THOMAS  LUSK'1  married,  on  May  22  (November  23) 
1758,  ELIZABETH  GOODRICH,  who  was  born  June  4,  1739. 
The  two  dates  given  for  the  marriage  are  probably  the 
license  and  marriage  dates,  or  civil  and  church  records; 
extensively  traced  by  Hon.  Frank  Lusk,  deceased,  banker, 
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stock  raiser,  for  whom  Lusk,  Wyoming,  was  named.  An¬ 
other  descendant  married  the  famous  John  Brown  of  Har¬ 
per’s  Ferry. 


HANNAH  LUSK;»  was  born  in  1739  and  died  December 
10,  1826.  Oa  September  1,  1758,  she  married  Waitsell  Deal¬ 
ing,  of  Newington,  Connecticut. 


DAVID  LUSK\  the  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  family, 
with  his  wife  “Owned  the  Covenant”  in  Newington  Church, 
August  17,  1755.  He  was  a  man  of  considerable  property, 
built  the  house  occupied  many  years  by  Chauncey  Merrils 
back  of  “Dublin  Hill.”  His  taxable  estate  in  1772  was  set  in 
the  list  at  119  pounds  2  shillings  and  at  that  date  there  were 
but  nine  men  in  the  parish  who  possessed  estates  of  greater 
value.  On  May  29,  1753,  at  New  Britain,  Connecticut,  he 
married  PRUDENCE  HURLBUT,  who  was  born  Novem¬ 
ber  26,  1730,  at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut.  See  page  64  for 
ancestry  of  Prudence  Hurlbut).  He  died  July  6,  1793,  at  New 
Britain.  Connecticut.  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society 
Collections,  Vol.  XII,  contained,  among  the  “Revolution 
Lists  and  Returns,  1776,”  on  page  186,  “David  Lusk  served 
in  Capt.  Stanley’s  Co.  June  24,  1776.” 


The  Children  of  David3  and  Prudence  (Hurlbut)  Lusk 

SETH  LUSK*,  our  ancestor,  was  baptized  September  6, 
1755  at  Newington.  Connecticut.  He  lived  in  the  “old  Lusk 
house  ”  half  of  which,  with  twenty  acres  of  land,  was  given 
him  in  1788  by  his  father.  He  was  a  large  man.  He  mar¬ 
ried,  September  6,  1781,  ANNA  BOOTH,  who  was  born  in 
1754.  (See  page  70  for  the  ancestry  of  Anna  Booth.)  Seth 
Lusk  died  September  18,  1823,  and  his  wife  died  January 
28  1822.  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  Collections, 

Vol.  XII  page  186,  contained  among  the  “Revolution  Lists 
and  Returns,  1776,”  “Seth  Lusk,  Capt.  Judson’s  Co.,  M  litia 
Light  Horse  Muj.  Jos.  Skinner’s  Regt.,  Conn.  Served  July 
7  to  Aug.  3  1776.” 
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DAVID  LUSK,  JR.4  was  baptized  at  New  Britain,  Con¬ 
necticut,  in  October,  1760.  He  married  BETSY  CURTISS, 
September  6,  1781. 

SOLOMON  LUSK4  married  ELECTA  DE  WOLFF  on  No¬ 
vember  25,  1784.  He  died  in  1788. 

RHODA  LUSK*  married  JOHN  WAPLES. 

The  Children  of  Seth4  and  Anna  (Booth)  Lusk 

NANCY  LUSK1'  was  born  in  1788  and  baptized  June  2, 
1793.  She  married  Isaac  Lee,  Jr.,  on  September  27,  1799, 
and  died  in  1825. 

ADNA  LUSK5  was  born  April  6,  1786,  and  baptized  June 
2,  1793.  She  died  May  10,  1826,  unmarried.  She  was  an 
invalid. 

SETH  LUSK,  JR.5,  our  ancestor,  was  born  April  6,  1786, 
and  baptized  June  2,  1793.  He  married  ROXY  ANN  RECOR 
July  6,  1806.  (For  the  ancestry  of  Roxy  Ann  Recor  see  page 
84.)  They  moved  from  Connecticut  to  Ohio  and  later  to  Mc¬ 
Connell,  Illinois.  He  died  on  January  3,  1857.  Seth,  Jr.,  and 
Roxy  owned  and  lived  on  the  farm  upon  the  hill  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  mile  southwest  of  what  is  now  McConnell.  She  lived 
there  after  Seth,  Jr.,  died.  They  both  died  on  the  farm;  he 
of  some  kind  of  stroke  and  she  of  old  age. 

The  Children  of  Seth,  Jr/  and  Roxy  Ann  (Recor)  Lusk 

ALONZO  LUSK*1,  from  whom  we  are  descended,  was  born 
at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  on  July  28,  1808.  At  about  the  age 
of  13  years  he  came  with  his  parents  to  Genesee  County, 
New  York.  In  1831  he  came  to  Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio. 

On  November  11,  1834,  at  Rock  Creek,  near  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  he  married  FIDELIA  STOWELL,  of  Brockport,  New 
York.  She  was  born  at  Brockport  on  March  29,  1816.  (See 
page  99  for  the  ancestry  of  Fidelia  Stowell.) 
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Alonzo  Lusk  and  his  wife  moved  to  Delaware  County, 
Ohio,  where  they  farmed  until  1840,  when  they  moved  to 
Stephenson  County,  Illinois.  He  was  soon  followed  by  his 
parents,  Seth  Lusk,  Jr.,  and  Roxy  Ann  Recor  Lusk  and  the 
Stowells,  Coles  and  Fields.  They  all  lived  on  farms  dose 
together  and  within  a  mile  or  two  of  McConnell.  A  number

of  relatives  are  buried  in  the  Manny  Cemetery  about  two 
miles  from  McConnell,  including  Seth,  Jr.,  and  his  wife, 
Roxy  Ann  Recor. 


Alonzo  Lusk  died  September  9,  1888,  at  McConnell  and  his 
wife,  Fidelia  Stowell,  died  June  7,  1878,  at  Georgetown, 
( Colorado. 
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McConnell 

McConnell  is  a  small  village  (a  little  over  two  hundred 
people)  about  fourteen  miles  from  Freeport,  in  Stephenson 
County,  Illinois.  It  is  on  the  Pecatonica  River  about  a  mile 
from  Alonzo  Lusk’s  farm. 

It  was  platted  in  an  early  day  as  New  Pennsylvania.  Its

founder  was  Robert  McConnell  and  it  was  later  named  Mc¬ 
Connell.  In  the  days  before  a  post  office  was  there  it  was 
called  Bob  Town  and  McConnell’s  Grove.  When  a  post  office 
was  established — after  George  Franklin  Lusk  came  to  South 
Dakota  to  live — the  name  was  made  McConnell.  So,  George 
Franklin  Lusk  and  all  brothers  and  sisters  after  him  were 
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born  on  a  farm  near  Freeport  at  a  place  afterwards  called 
McConnell. 

HARRIET  R.  LUSK"  was  born  April  24,  1811,  and  died 
in  1890.  She  married  ABRAM  COLE. 

CELESTA  G.  LUSK"  was  born  April  26,.  1813. 

ROXY  ANN  LUSK"  was  born  September  28,  1815.  She 
married  a  man  named  RANDALLS. 

SOLOMON  LUSK"  was  born  December  5,  1818. 

BETSY  (Elizabeth)  R.LUSK"  was  bom  November  1, 1822. 
She  married  a  COLE. 

MINERVA  A.  LUSK"  was  born  August  21,  1826,  and 
died  in  1910.  She  married  CHARLES  FIELDS. 

LUCY  JANE  LUSK"  was  born  July  26,  1829. 

The  Children  of  Alonzo  and  Fidelia  (Stowell)  Lusk 

CHARLES  ALONZO  LUSK7  was  born  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
October  30,  1835,  and  died  February  7,  1908,  at  Boulder, 
Colorado. 

CAROLINE  LUSK7  was  bom  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  April 
18,  1838,  and  died  May  11,  1861,  near  McConnell,  Illinois. 

GEORGE  FRANKLIN  LUSK 


GEORGE  FRANKLIN  LUSK7,  third  child  of  Alonzo 
Lusk  and  his  wife,  Fidelia  Stowell  Lusk,  was  born  November 
20,  1840,  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Stephenson  County,  Illinois, 


near  Freeport. 

At  the  age  of  10  he  moved  with  his  parents  overland  to 
Delaware  County,  Ohio,  stayed  six  months  and  then  returned 
with  his  parents  overland  to  Stephenson  County,  Illinois, 
where  his  father  purchased  another  farm.  He  lived  on  this 
farm  till  21  years  of  age,  attending  district  school  in  the 
winter  time.  At  the  age  of  21  he  began  working  by  the  month 
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on  the  farm  and  continued  to  do  so  for  about  one  and  a  half 
years — till  August,  1862. 

He  then  enlisted,  August  5,  1862,  in  Co.  D,  93rd  Illinois 
Volunteer  Infantry  for  the  Union  in  the  Civil  War. 

He  went  with  his  regiment  into  Camp  Douglas,  Chicago, 
September  1,  where  they  stayed  until  mustered  into  service 
October  13,  1862,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  40th  Illi¬ 
nois  Infantry.  They  then  went  south  to  Memphis,  Tenn¬ 
essee,  under  General  Grant. 


The  winter  of  ’62  and  '63  was  spent  in  East  Tennessee 
and  Mississippi,  chasing  rebel  General  Price  of  Missouri. 
At  engagement  of  Holly  Springs,  Grant’s  supplies  were 
captured.  George  Franklin  Lusk’s  brigade  was  detailed  to 
act  as  guard  of  a  provision  train  consisting  of  1100  wagons 
to  return  to  Memphis  for  supplies.  The  Brigade  returned 
with  the  wagon  train  as  far  as  Germantown,  where  it  was 
detailed  as  guard  of  the  Charlestown  and  Memphis  Railroad. 
The  Bridage  kept  this  position  till  March  and  then  returned 
to  Memphis. 


Grant’s  army  then  embarked  on  steamboats  and  went 
down  the  Mississippi  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  River. 
From  there  they  went  down  the  Yazoo  to  the  rear  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  captured  Fort  Greenwood,  returned  to  the  Mississippi 
and  went  down  it  as  far  as  Mulligan’s  Bend,  Louisiana, 
where  a  landing  was  made.  This  was  25  miles  above  Vicks¬ 
burg.  Transports  ran  the  blockade  and  passed  below  Vicks¬ 
burg  and  Grant’s  army  marched  down  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  river  from  Vicksburg  and  crossed  on  transports. 


The  first  engagement  George  Franklin  Lusk  was  in  was 
at  Jackson,  Mississippi.  From  there  they  marched  toward 
Vicksburg,  meeting  rebel  forces  and  driving  them  from 
position  at  Champion  Hills  and  Black  River  bridge  and  then 
info  Vicksburg. 
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On  the  22nd  day  of  May,  1863,  a  grand  charge  was  made. 
Then  the  seige  began  and  lasted  till  the  surrender  of  Vicks¬ 
burg  on  July  4. 

George  Franklin  Lusk  next  started  with  Grant’s  army  on 
the  Chattanooga  Campaign  —  the  first  engagement  being  at 
Missionary  Ridge,  when  they  routed  the  rebels,  chasing 
them  three  days  without  rations. 

That  part  of  the  army  in  which  was  George  Franklin 
Lusk’s  Company  was  then  sent  to  Huntsville,  Alabama,  for 
winter  quarters.  In  March  they  were  sent  to  Decatur,  Ala¬ 
bama,  on  guard  duty,  guarding  the  pontoon  bridge  across 
the  Tennessee  River. 

The  first  of  May  they  joined  the  main  army  at  Chatta¬ 
nooga  and  started  from  there  on  the  Atlanta  Campaign  un¬ 
der  Sherman.  They  went  with  the  army  to  within  40  miles 
of  Atlanta,  when  George  Franklin  Lusk’s  brigade  was  de¬ 
tailed  to  guard  Headquarters’  supplies. 

After  the  evacuation  of  Atlanta  the  rebels  started  back 
to  Nashville.  Tennessee,  capturing  all  the  small  stations 
along  the  track.  Coming  to  Altoona,  where  George  Franklin 
Lusk’s  brigade  was  stationed,  they  attacked  the  picket  line 
which  surrounded  the  fort,  about  midnight,  October  7. 
George  Franklin  Lusk  was  on  picket  duty.  The  picket  was 
not  reinforced,  but  held  out  till  daylight  when  it  was  over¬ 
powered  and  captured. 


The  brigade  in  the  fort  was  afterward  reinforced  by  a 
brigade  from  Rome  and  held  out  till  Sherman’s  army  came, 
in  all  killing  and  capturing  more  of  the  rebels  than  they 
themselves  were  in  number.  The  song,  “Hold  the  Fort,” 
originated  here,  Sherman  signaling  to  that  effect  to  General 
Force  at  the  Fort,  and  his  reply  was.  “All  hell  can’t  take  it!” 


After  the  picket  line  was  captured  it  was  marched  to  the 
rear.  The  first  stockade  stopped  at  (for  a  few  days)  was 
Macon,  Georgia,  then  Savannah,  Hum  Charleston  and  finally 
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Florence,  South  Carolina.  Here  the  Union  soldiers  remained 
in  the  rebel  prison  till  relieved  by  Sherman’s  army  on  its 
march  to  the  sea. 

The  prison  was  a  stockade  surrounding  twelve  acres  of 
land  and  contained  about  11,000  prisoners.  Rations,  for  the 
main  part,  consisted  of  about  a  cup  of  raw  corn  meal  each 
day,  with  an  occasional  small  amount  of  salt  or  a  sweet 
potato  or  two  and,  once  or  twice  during  the  stay,  a  little 
blackstrap.  There  was  no  meat  for  three  months.  The  water 
supply  came  from  a  swamp  and  passed  through  the  en¬ 
closure.  Prisoners  were  furnished  a  small  amount  of  wood 
or  a  few  were  paroled  out  to  forage  for  it. 

★  ★  ★ 

Up  to  this  point,  the  facts  in  this  sketch  of  his  life  were 
told,  personally,  by  George  Franklin  Lusk.  What  follows  is 
furnished  briefly  by  his  son,  Willard  C.  Lusk. 

After  his  release  from  Florence  Prison,  George  Franklin 
Lusk  was  discharged  from  the  service  of  his  country  at  New 
York  City  and  returned  to  his  home  in  Illinois.  Here  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  agriculture  for  a  short  time  and  then  crossed  the 
plains  by  wagon  to  Georgetown,  Colorado,  returning  shortly 
to  Illinois. 

On  April  8,  1869,  he  was  married  in  Wisconsin  to  Harriet 
Spotts  and  the  second  year  following  they,  with  their  infant 
son,  drove  to  Georgetown,  Colorado,  where  they  lived  till 
1874.  Mr.  Lusk  engaged  most  of  the  time  in  mining.  Upon 
their  return  they  settled  down  to  farming  near  Osage,  Iowa, 
where  they  lived  until  1888.  when  the  family,  now  consisting 
of  a  (laughter,  Edna,  born  in  1875,  as  well  as  their  son  Wil¬ 
lard,  moved  to  Hamlin  County,  Dakota  Territory,  where 
father  and  mother  resided  until  his  death,  September  7,  1909. 

His  life  during  the  years  spent  in  Dakota,  which  I  can 
best  remember,  was  marked  in  the  main  by  a  peace  and 
quiet  happiness  pleasant  to  look  back  upon.  He  was  not 
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rich  in  this  world’s  goods  but  was  blessed  with  a  disposition 
that  met  difficulties  with  a  calm  fortitude  that  sustained 
him  until  they  were  past,  and  that  made  what  might  other¬ 
wise  have  been  a  hard  and  unthankful  life,  one  filled  with 
its  share  of  the  good  and  satisfying  things  of  this  earth. 

He  always  took  a  lively  interest  in  the  things  that  were 
important  to  his  neighborhood  and  was  influential  in  town 
and  county  politics,  holding  minor  offices  for  many  years 
and  being  particularly  interested  in  school  matters,  the 
building  of  good  roads,  etc. 

He  was  a  good  neighbor  and  earnest  and  loyal  comrade 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  U.  V.  U.,  and  a  consistent  member  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  in  which  faith  he  died  after  a  month’s 
illness  from  stomach  trouble,  an  old  complaint  contracted 
in  the  army. 

He  was  buried  in  the  little  cemetery  at  Hazel,  South 
Dakota,  where  his  widow  now  resides  and  where  his  memory 
is  still  revered  and  honored  by  the  men  and  women  who 
knew  him  through  the  25  years  and  more  that  they  spent 
together  as  pioneers  in  the  development  and  upbuilding  of 
this  new  state. 

Of  him  it  may  be  truthfully  said:  He  always  did  his  duty 
as  he  saw  it ;  he  wronged  no  man ;  he  loved  all  mankind,  and 
went  to  his  Maker  with  perfect  faith  and  with  a  tranquil 
mind.  Let  him  rest  in  peace.  (Written  not  long  after  G.  F. 
Lusk’s  death.)

THE  SPOTTS  FAMILY 

The  spelling  of  the  name  is  uncertain.  Harriet  Spotts 
Lusk  spelled  it  as  it  is  given  here.  It  is  spelled  “Spotz”  on  a 
family  tombstone,  as  “Spootz”  as  copied  from  a  paper  among 
a  daughter’s  treasures.  It  also  appears  as  “Spotze”  and 
“Spatz.” 
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Michael  Spotts  and  his  wife,  Magdalene  or  Magdalena, 
lived  on  a  farm  near  Forest  Hill,  Union  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  They  were  of  German  descent  and  may  have  immi¬ 
grated  to  this  country.  Michael  was  born  August  10,  1786, 
and  died  October  18,  1872.  Magdalene  was  born  February 
12,  1793,  and  died  July  13,  1862.

Reuben  Spotts;  born  in  Berks  County,  near  Reading, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1828.  According  to  George  Franklin  Lusk, 
he  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  in  Pennsylvania  until 
1853,  when  he  moved  to  Monroe,  Wisconsin,  and  later  to 
Winslow,  Illinois,  where  his  wife  died. 

Reuben  married  Amelia  Haustenplugh,  born  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  died  in  Winslow,  Illinois,  about  1860.  Amelia 
was  a  Dunkard.  The  name  was  pronounced  by  their  daugh¬ 
ter  Harriet  as  though  it  was  spelled  “Hausenplug.”  A  family 
Bible  belonging  to  Cyrus  Harbeson  of  Sagle,  Idaho,  son  of 
Magdalena  Adeline,  says  that  Reuben  Spotts  left  Buffalo 
Valley,  March  14,  1842*.  Most  of  the  records  are  torn  out 
of  the  Bible.  Reuben  died  at  his  homestead  in  Hamlin 
County,  South  Dakota,  in  1894.

She  was  sociable  and  fond  of  her 
many  friends  and  had  a  ready  smile  for  everyone.  She  was 
generous,  kind  and  understanding  and  beloved  by  all  who 
knew  her.  Her  true  pioneer  courage  is  amply  illustrated 
by  the  following  incident  which  she  related : 

“Pa  (George  Franklin  Lusk)  and  I  and  my  boy  Wil¬ 
lard  drove  from  Illinois  to  Colorado  in  a  covered  wagon  in 
1871.  There  were  four  wagons  in  our  train  and  ours  was 
the  lead  wagon.  About  noon  one  day  we  reached  the  ford 
of  the  South  Platte  River  near  Julesburg,  Colorado.  Pa 
stopped  the  team  and  walked  back  to  the  other  wagons,  leav¬ 
ing  me  in  the  driver’s  seat  and  Willard  playing  in  the  wagon. 
Suddenly  an  Indian  jumped  out  from  the  brush  and  grabbed 
the  horses  by  their  bridles.  There  were  other  Indians  in  the 
brush.  I  was  scared  half  to  death,  because  we  had  heard 
plenty  of  stories  about  Indians,  but  the  gun  was  right  behind 
me  so  I  grabbed  it  and  shot  him,  right  between  the  horses’ 
heads.  Pa  and  the  other  men  heard  the  shot  and  came 
running  and  chased  the  other  Indians  away.” 

Harriet  Spotts  Lusk  died  September  24,  1934,  at  Water- 
town.  South  Dakota,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband  in 
the  cemetery  at  Hazel.

THE  DAVIES  FAMILY 

An  extensive  genealogy  of  the  Davies  Family  is  being 
prepared  for  publication  by  Gladys  Davies  Grace.  For  that 
reason,  the  genealogy  of  the  family  and  the  biographies  of 
its  members  are  abbreviated  in  this  book. 


EDWARD  GOMER  DAVIES 


Edward  Gomer  Davies  was  born  July  5,  1846,  at  Glan- 
clywedog,  Llandiloes,  Montgomeryshire,  North  Wales.  He 
was  the  son  of  David  Davies  of  Glanclywedog,  woolen  manu¬ 
facturer,  and  his  wife  Susannah  Thomas  Davies  of  Stour- 
port,  England.  Edward  was  their  youngest  son  and  next 
to  youngest  child  in  a  large  family  of  children. 


He  spent  his  boyhood  and  youth  at  Glanclywedog  attend¬ 
ing  public  school  and,  during  his  ’teens,  being  apprenticed 
for  three  years  to  a  druggist  in  Newtown  (a  few  miles 
away).  This  latter  was  a  pail  of  his  education,  too,  as  his 
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father  paid  well  (several  hundred  pounds)  for  the  training. 
He  made  frequent  visits  home  for  the  week-ends. 

In  company  with  his  brother  William,  Edward  came  to 
America  in  1865,  arriving  in  New  York  on  April  14th  (the 
day  Abraham  Lincoln  was  shot). 

He  began  work  almost  immediately  for  Mr.  T.  C.  Godfrey, 
druggist,  corner  21st  Street,  Third  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  New 
York.  One  of  the  first  things  Edward  did  was  to  lend  his 
employer  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  at  six  per  cent,  in¬ 
terest,  for  which  he  took  a  receipt.  He  clerked  here  a  few 
months,  enjoyed  Central  Park  on  Sundays,  saw  Lincoln’s 
funeral  cortege  as  it  passed  through  New  York  on  its  way 
to  Springfield. 

In  the  fall  he  entered  Whitestown  Seminary  and,  while 
the  weather  was  good,  he  lived  with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Brown,  in  Utica,  and  walked  the  distance  to  the  Sem¬ 
inary  and  back  each  day.  The  Seminary  was  about  three 
miles  from  Utica. 

During  the  winter  he  boarded  at  the  Hall.  He  finished 
the  school  year  at  Whitestown  and  at  an  examination  taken 
early  in  the  year  he  received  a  “Certificate  of  Academic 
Scholarship.”  He  returned  the  next-summer  to  Brooklyn  to 
clerk  again  for  Mr.  Godfrey. 

Before  winter  he  went  to  West  Eaton  in  Madison  County, 
where  lie  studied  medicirie  under  Dr.  H.  P.  Mead  of  Mor- 
risville.  While  there  he  belonged  to  a  Good  Templar’s  Lodge, 
in  which  he  took  much  interest  and  a  leading  part.  He  was 
a  firm  believer  in  temperance  and  enjoyed  writing  argu¬ 
ments. 

On  January  22,  1869,  he  married  JANE  WARMINGTON, 
at  Utica,  New  York.  They  lived  in  Clayville  and  their  first 
child,  Alma  Victoria,  was  born  there  February  7,  1870. 
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Edward  and  his  wife  Jane  obeyed  Horace  Greely’s  injunc¬ 
tion,  “Go  west,  young  man!”  and  moved  to  Wisconsin  in 
1872.  They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Rio. 

Jane  was  ill  and  Dr.  Meacher  of  Portage  was  called, 
Edward  explaining  what  to  bring.  Dr.  Meacher  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  find  a  man  on  a  farm  with  such  knowledge,  be¬ 
came  interested  in  him  and  persuaded  him  to  continue  the 
study  of  medicine. 

The  family — imere  were  two  children  now,  David  St.  Idloes 
having  been  born  near  Rio — moved  to  Portage,  Wisconsin, 
and  Edward  studied  under  Dr.  Meacher,  who  became  his 
preceptor. 

The  family  moved  to  Chicago  in  the  fall  of  1875  and 
Edward  Gomer  Davies  entered  Rush  Medical  College. 
Autumn  was  born  in  Chicago. 

In  1876  the  family  moved  to  Doylestown,  Wisconsin, 
where  Edward  Gomer  Davies  began  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine.  He  returned  to  Rush  in  1878  and  completed  his  course 
to  become  physician  and  surgeon  and  also  completed  a  course 
in  the  Illinois  Eye  &  Ear  Infirmary  at  the  same  time. 

William  and  Gladys  were  born  in  Wisconsin. 

In  1881  the  family  went  west  again,  to  Dakota,  then  a 
territory.  They  lived  in  DeSmet  fifteen  years. 

Edward  Gomer  Davies  was  County  Physician  all  of  the 
years  in  De  Smet  from  September  23,  1881,  to  and  including 
1896.  He  was  also  a  partner  in  the  drug  business  most  of 
the  years  in  De  Smet  and  had  owned  and  operated  a  drug 
store  in  Wisconsin  as  well. 

The  first  winter  in  De  Smet,  people  being  young  and 
there  being  but  little  illness,  he  worked  in  the  Register  of 
Deeds  Office.  His  beautiful  hand  writing  can  still  be  seen 
there. 

Edward  Gomer  Davies  helped  organize  the  Masonic  Lodge 
at  De  Smet,  having  become  a  Master  Mason,  December  2, 
1876,  in  Rio  Lodge,  No.  53,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  Rio,  Wisconsin. 
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The  De  Smet  Lodge,  No.  55  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  was  chartered 
June  8,  1884.  He  was  treasurer  for  many  years  and  inter¬ 
ested  and  active  member.  He  was  Worthy  Patron  of  Beth¬ 
lehem  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.,  in  1893,  being  a  charter  member 
and  having  suggested  the  name  for  the  Chapter.

With  three  of  his  children,  Alma,  Autumn  and  William, 
he  visited  tire  World’s  Fair  in  Chicago. 

Ruth  was  born  in  De  Smet. 

Edward  Gomel*  Davies  and  wife  and  two  daughters, 
Gladys  and  Ruth,  having  spent  a  winter  in  California,  the

family  moved  to  Claremont  in  the  fall  of  1896.  They  lived 
in  Claremont  two  years,  Edward  practicing  medicine.  Four 
of  the  children  attended  Pomona  College. 

Assuming  another  physician’s  practice,  a  year  was  spent 
in  Los  Angeles  and  the  family,  all  but  Will,  returned  to 
South  Dakota,  to  Letcher.  Gladys  and  Ruth  were  the  only 
children  now  at  home.  Edward  Gomer  Davies  practiced 
medicine  at  Letcher  and  owned  and  ran  the  Corner  Drug 
Store. 

He  moved  to  Yankton  in  1913,  where  his  remaining  years 
were  spent.  He  died  at  his  home,  March  8,  1920. 
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In  his  earlier  adult  life  he  was  an  Episcopalian  but,  owing 
to  long  association  and  his  democratic  love  of  simple  form, 
he  gradually  came  to  prefer  the  Congregational  Church  and 
was  a  member  for  many  years. 

He  was  a  student  of  nature  and  a  progressive  thinker.  A 
never-failing  enthusiasm  in  all  he  undertook,  a  keen  appre¬ 
ciation  of  things  intellectual  originality  of  thought,  a  strong 
love  of  Nature,  a  gift  for  practical  expression,  a  deep  love 
for  truth  and  beauty  and  a  buoyant  optimism  were  the 
outstanding  and  endearing  qualities  that  gave  pleasure  and 
incentive  to  his  family  and  friends.  He  loved  his  adopted 
country  and  its  institutions  dearly. 


JANE  WARIHINGTON  DAVIES 

Jane  Warmington  Davies  was  born  at  Rhayder,  Radnor¬ 
shire,  Wales,  May  16,  1846.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Warmington,  a  British  soldier  in  the  Crimean  War.  and 
his  wife,  Margaret  Lewis.  Margaret  Lewis  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  Lewis,  a  Methodist  preacher  and  his  wife.  Jane 
George.  William  Warmington  received  the  Crimea  medal 
for  bravery  in  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Sebastopol,  also  the 
Turkish  Crimea  medal.  He  was  wounded  in  the  trenches 
before  Sebastopol,  taken  home,  had  a  leg  amputated  and 
died  in  1859  from  the  effects. 

Jane  Warmington  came  to  America,  to  Clayville,  New 
York,  to  visit  a  cousin,  Elizabeth  Pugh,  who  was  ill,  in  Au¬ 
gust,  1868.  She  was  married  to  Edward  Corner  Davies  on 
January  22,  1869,  in  Utica,  New  York,  by  Reverend  W.  H. 
Olin,  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Jane  Warmington  Davies  died  November  16,  1984,  at  her 
home  in  Yankton,  South  Dakota.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Eastern  Star  and  served  in  official  capacity  in  the  home 
chapter.

ALMA  VICTORIA  DAVIES  LUSK 

Alma  Victoria  Davies,  first  child  and  eldest  daughter  of 
Edward  Gomer  Davies  and  Jane  Warmington  Davies,  was 
born  at  Clayville,  near  Utica,  New  York,  February  7,  1870. 

She  spent  her  early  childhood  in  Wisconsin  and  moved 
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with  her  parents  to  South  Dakota  in  the  fall  of  1881,  when 
between  11  and  12  years  old.  She  graduated  from  the  De 
Smet  Schools  in  1883  and  after  graduation  taught  the  first 
intermediate  department  from  1889  to  1891,  when  she  went 
to  Brookings,  South  Dakota,  where  she  attended  the  South 
Dakota  Agricultural  College  from  1891  to  1893.  She  taught 
in  numerous  country  schools  and  taught  the  upper  grades 
of  the  Hetland  School,  Hetland,  South  Dakota,  in  1893-1894. 
She  attended  Pomona  College,  Claremont,  California,  in 
1896-1897. 

Alma  Davies  was  a  charter  officer  of  Bethlehem  Chapter 
of  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  organized  in  De  Smet,  South 
Dakota,  in  1891.  In  later  years  she  was  a  member  of  Key¬ 
stone  Chapter,  Yankton  South  Dakota,  of  which  Chapter 
she  was  Worthy  Matron  in  1928. 

She  was  a  member  and  secretary  of  the  History  Study 
Club  of  Missouri  Valley,  Iowa,  in  1897-1898.  In  Yankton 
she  was  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  the 
Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  Woman’s  Club 
and  tlie  American  Legion  Auxiliary. 

Alma  Victoria  Davies  was  married  at  her  home  in  Clare¬ 
mont,  California,  by  W.  H.  McDougal,  pastor  of  the  Congre¬ 
gational  Church,  on  February  20,  1897,  to  Willard  Clayton 
Lusk. 

Alma  Victoria  Davies-Lusk  died  at  the  family  home  in 
Yankton  on  August  9.  1937,  and  was  borne  to  her  grave  in 
the  family  lot  in  the  Yankton  Cemetery  on  August  11th  by 
her  three  sons,  Martin  Willard  Lusk,  Edward  Franklin  Lusk 
and  Robert  Davies  Lusk ;  her  son-in-law,  Russell  Francis 
Lundy;  a  grandson,  David  Thomas  Lusk,  and  Patrick  Em¬ 
mett  Brennan,  who  had  been  a  close  friend  for  many  years. 

She  had  spent  about  a  year  and  a  half  in  Omaha  and 
Rochester  Hospitals  seeking  relief  from  rheumatism  and 
eye  trouble.  She  returned  to  her  home  at  1105  Walnut 
Street,  Yankton,  South  Dakota,  late  in  May.  Early  in  August 
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she  contracted  pleurisy  and  in  her  weakened  condition  she 
did  not  have  the  strength  to  recuperate. 

Her  interests  were  unusually  wide  and  her  mental  at¬ 
tainment  was  exceptional.  She  was  a  woman  of  rare  depth 
of  study  into  the  intricate  problems  which  make  up  com¬ 
munity  life  and  human  destinies.  She  was  a  conscientious

reader  and  careful  thinker.  She  was  fair  in  her  judgments 
and  when  she  had  thought  through  a  problem  she  was  firm 
in  her  loyalty  to  the  decision  she  had  made.  She  was  a 
gracious  hostess  and  passionately  devoted  to  her  home  and 
family.  Her  standards  were  exceedingly  high  and  her  entire 
life  was  beyond  reproach. 


A  little  incident  shows  how  truly  she  was  a  friend  to  all. 
Three  colored  men.  who  did  yard  work  and  odd  jobs  about 
her  home,  asked  permission  to  attend  her  services  to  show 
their  respect  and  appreciation  of  her  kindness  to  them. 


She  was  a  student  and  anxious  to  interest  her  children  in 
right  living  and  high  ideals.  So  much  time  and  thought  were 
spent  with  this  in  view  suggesting  games  and  encouraging 
interest  in  history  and  current  events.  The  family  home  on 
Fifth  Street  had  fire  places  with  tiles  depicting  historical 
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events.  The  talks  about  these  tiles  made  a  deep  impression 
on  the  minds  of  Alma’s  and  neighbors’  children.  Years  later, 
one  of  the  neighbor  boys,  Ronald  MacGregor,  grown  to  man¬ 
hood,  told  W.  C.  Lusk:  “The  hope  of  my  life  is  to  make  my 
home  have  the  friendly,  comradelike  atmosphere  that  I 
always  felt  in  Mrs.  Lusk’s  home.”  Mrs.  Lusk  was  greatly 
please^  with  this  tribute. 

Another  boy,  Will  Lloyd,  now  a  Captain  in  the  United 
States  Army,  always  made  a  point  of  calling  upon  Mrs. 
Lusk  when  he  came  home  from  his  various  stations.  Alma’s 
son,  Ted.  went  to  considerable  trouble  to  secure  the  tiles 
of  these  old  tire  places  when  a  later  owner  remodeled  the 
house  and  removed  them,  so  he  could  use  them  in  his  own 
home  and  give  his  sons  this  same  rich  experience. 

Christ  said,  “I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.”  Alma  Lusk,  too, 
tried  to  make  life  more  abundant  for  all  her  dear  ones  and 
friends.  She  was  generous  to  a  fault,  always  studying  ways 
to  help  and  advise  others  to  a  fuller  life.  She  gave  unstint- 
ingly  not  only  of  material  things  but  of  her  time  and 
strength.  She  was  always  ready  to  give  and  demanded 
nothing. 

Alma  Lusk  was  intense  in  her  loyalty  to  right  —  to  high 
ideals  —  to  her  loved  ones  —  to  her  home  —  to  all  that 
seemed  to  her  worth  while  in  life.  Death  cannot  end  the 
influence  of  such  a  life. 

During  her  illness  and  at  her  passing  dozens  of  letters 
and  tributes  were  received  from  people  in  many  states. 
Among  these  was  a  personal  letter  to  Mr.  Lusk  from  Gov. 
Leslie  Jensen  of*  Smith  Dakota,  expressing  his  sympathy. 
Also  a  kindly  letter  from  former  Governor  Tom  Berry.

David  St.  Idloes  Davies  was  born  near  Rio,  Wisconsin, 
July  14,  1872.  He  attended  school  in  Otsego,  Wisconsin,  and 
later  in  De  Smet,  South  Dakota,  where  he  moved  with  his 
parents  ins  1881.  He  graduated  from  the  De  Smet  schools 
in  1889  and  was  said  by  U.  S.  Owen,  the  school  principal,  to 
be  the  brightest  boy  who  ever  went  through  the  school. 

After  graduation  he  clerked  in  stores  and  worked  in  the 
County  Superintendent’s  office.  He  taught  in  Kingsbury 
County  Schools  for  a  year.  He  passed  the  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy  examination  in  1891  and  then  managed  the  Vienna 
(South  Dakota)  Drug  Store  until  1893,  when  he  moved  to 
Wessington  Springs,  South  Dakota,  where  he  managed  a 
drug  store  for  a  few  months. 

He  entered  the  Chicago  Dental  College  in  1893  and  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1896.  After  graduation  he  located  in  Woonsocket, 
South  Dakota,  for  the  practice  of  dentistry,  which  practice 
he  still  maintains. 


David  St.  Idloes  Davies  was  president  of  the  South  Dakota

AUTUMN  ROSE  DAVIES 


Autumn  Davies  was  born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  Novem¬ 
ber  11,  1875.  She  spent  her  early  childhood  in  Wisconsin 
and  moved  with  her  parents  to  DeSmet,  South  Dakota,  in 
1881,  graduating  from  the  DeSmet,  Schools  in  1892. 


She  worked  in  the  office.,  of  the  Register  of  Deeds, 
Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Clerk  of  Courts  during  summer  va¬ 
cations  and  after  graduation.  She  moved  with  the  family 
to  Claremont,  California,  in  1896  and  there  attended  Po¬ 
mona  College  (now  Claremont  College)  until  1898,  when  she 
returned  to  DeSmet  and  worked  in  the  Abstract  Office  for 
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a  year.  She  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from 
South  Dakota  Agricultural  College  in  1901  and  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  in  1905  and  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1906 
from  the  University  of  Nebraska.  Her  teacher  in  sociology 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  Edward  A.  Ross,  wrote:  “I 
have  never  had  the  privilege  of  teaching  a  young  woman 
who  exceed  her  in  intellectual  capacity.  Miss.  Davies’  orig¬ 
inality,  vigor  of  thought  and  rare  intellectual  interest  fit 
her  to  be  an  ideal  teacher.” 

Miss  Davies  went  to  the  Central  High  School  at  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  as  assistant  in  history  in  1907  and  later  became 
head  of  the  Social  Science  Department  there,  which  position 
she  still  holds. 


Her  special  method  of  teaching  Civics  has  been  highly 
commended  by  fellow  teachers,  the  Nebraska  Teachers’ 
Association  and  other  authorities.  She  was  president  of  the 
History  Association  of  the  State  of  Nebraska  in  the  early 
years  of  the  Association. 


Her  enthusiasm  and  her  artistic  and  intellectual  appreci¬ 
ation  have  always  been  an  unfailing  delight  and  inspiration 
to  her  family  and  friends. 


WILLIAM  GOMER  DAVIES 


William  Gomer  Davies  was  born  in  Doylestown,  Wis¬ 
consin  on  October  26,  1877.  He  moved  with  his  parents  to 
De  Smet,  South  Dakota,  in  1881,  where  he  graduated  from 
the  city  schools  in  1893.  He  taught  school  for  a  year  and 
then  attended  Iowa  Agricultural  College  in  1894-1895. 


In  1896  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  California,  where 
he  attended  Pomona  College  for  two  years  later  attending 
the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  for  three  years, 
graduating  from  the  course  in  Civil  and  Irrigation  Engi¬ 
neering  in  1903. 


After  graduation  he  began  work 
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Reclamation  Service,  continuing  in  the  service,  with  the 
exception  of  a  year  spent  at  Cornell  University,  until  April, 
1909.  Most  of  that  time  was  spent  on  the  Minidoka  and 
Boise  Projects  in  Idaho. 

Upon  deliberation,  William  decided  to  leave  the  govern¬ 
ment  service,  resigning  to  accept  service  with  the  Sacra¬ 
mento  Valley  Irrigation  Company  as  Principal  Assistant 
Engineer  and,  later,  as  Superintendent  of  Construction. 
From  August,  1913.  to  January,  1914,  he  was  Resident  En¬ 
gineer  in  the  construction  of  the  Clear  Lake  Dam  in  Lake 
County,  California.  From  January,  1914,  until  his  death  he 
was  employed  by  the  State  Reclamation  Board  of  California, 
collecting  and  checking  flood  data  and  classifying  lands  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  flood  control  system  in  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers. 

He  died  at  White  Hospital,  Sacramento,  of  pneumonia, 
on  May  9,  1915. 

Of  him  his  former  chief,  D.  W.  Ross,  wrote:  “He- pos¬ 
sessed  many  virtues,  but  the  finest  and  best  was  his  respect 
for  the  present  moment.  He  did  not  defer;  he  did  not 
wait,  but  found  his  greatest  pleasure  and  joy  in  doing  and 
doing  well  the  work  of  each  passing  hour,  and  all  his  fine 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart  were  brought  to  bear  on  every 
task,  no  matter  how  mean  or  exalted  it  may  have  been/’ 

William  Gomer  Davies  was  married  on  New  Year’s  Day, 
1908,  in  Porterville,  California,  to  Louisa  Babcock  Inlan¬ 
ders.  A  daughter,  Charlotte  Helen,  was  born  in  Boise, 
Idaho,  February  4.  1909. 

SUSANNAH  GLADYS  DAVIES 

Susannah  Gladys  Davies  was  born  at  Otswego,  Wisconsin, 
on  April  80,  1880.  She  moved  with  her  parents  to  DeSrnet, 
Dakota  Territory  (later  South  Dakota)  in  1881.  She  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  DeSrnet  High  School  in  1890,  being  Salu- 
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tatorian  of  her  class.  In  September,  1896,  the  family  moved 
to  Claremont,  California,  where  Gladys  entered  Pomona 
College  and  later  graduated  from  the  academy. 

In  the  fall  of  1900  the  family  returned  to  South  Dakota, 
this  time  making  their  home  at  Letcher.  Gladys  lived  with 
her  sister  Alma  and  family  and  attended  Yankton  College. 
In  1902  she  graduated  from  the  normal  department.  Gladys 
taught  school  several  terms  and  served  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Sunday  School  at  Letcher  for 
two  years.  She  attended  South  Dakota  State  College  at 
Brookings  in  t he  winter  of  1904-5  and  completed  the  science 
and  pharmacy  courses  in  1906,  receiving  the  degrees  of  B.  S. 
and  Ph.  G.  She  passed  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  in 
July,  1906,  and  clerked  in  her  father’s  drug  store  at  Letcher 
for  about  three  years. 

On  December  27,  1909,  Gladys  married  Oliver  Joseph 
Grace  son  of  George  and  Fanny  (Granger)  Grace.  He  served 
the  government  as  superintendent  and  agronomist  at  the 
U.  S.  Experiment  Station  at  Akron,  Colorado. 

Gladys  Grace  was  president  of  the  local  W.  C.  T.  U.  for 
two  years  and  also  became  a  leader  of  a  girls  4-H  Club.  She 
served  the  club  for  two  years  during  each  of  which  18  girls 
from  10  to  14  years  of  age  were  enrolled  and  completed 
the  work.

Ruth  attended  Yankton  College  Academy  for  two  years 
and,  after  graduating,  attended  Yankton  College  for  a  year, 
during  which  time  she  won  several  prizes  in  Latin  and  for 
written  themes.

Henry  H.  Hurlbut,  in  the  Hurlbut  Genealogy  published 
in  1888,  says:  “The  home  of  the  parents  of  our  emigrant 
ancestor  (whose  Christian  name  was  Thomas),  whether  in 
England,  Scotland  or  Wales,  has  not  been  revealed  to  us ; 
yet  it  is  reasonably  supposed  that  it  was  somewhere  on 
the  Island.  Neither  do  we  know  the  form  in  which  those 
parents  spelled  their  surname.”  The  name  is  spelled  “Hurl¬ 
but,”  “Hurlburt,”  “Hulburt,”  “Hurliburt”  and  “Holebert.” 


The  Hurlbut  coat  of  arms  —  “Granted  to  Justice  George 
Hurlbut,  March,  1639.  Quarterly  argent  and  sable  in  the 
sinister  chief  and  dexter  base,  each  a  lion  rampant,  or  overall 
a  bend  gules,  charged  with  the  amulets  of  the  third.” 


THOMAS  HURLBUT*  came  across  the  Atlantic,  it  is  sup¬ 
posed,  in  the  year  1635,  for  he  was  a  soldier  under  Lion 
Gardiner,  who  built  and  had  command  of  the  fort  at  Say- 
brook,  Connecticut.  Gardiner,  said  Judge  Savage,  embarked 
at  London  ill  the  “Bachelor,”  of  only  twenty-five  tons,  11th 
August,  1635,  with  his  wife  and  female  servant  and  eleven 
male  passengers  and,  after  a  long  and  tempestuous  voyage, 
arrived  at  Boston  the  28th  of  the  following  November.  It  is 
supposed  that  Thomas  Hurlbut  was  one  of  the  eleven  pas¬ 
sengers,  but  who  his  parents  were  or  when  or  where  he  was 
born,  we  have  not  been  able  to  learn.  We  may  be  quite 
confident  that  his  birth  occurred  as  early  as  the  year  1610. 
While  at  Saybrook,  in  an  encounter  with  the  Pequot  Indians 

in  1637,  Mr.  Hurlbut  was  wounded  by  an  arrow.  He  was 

• 

by  trade  a  blacksmith  and  after  the  war  with  the  Pequots 
he  located  and  established  himself  in  business  at  Wethers¬ 
field  Connecticut,  being  one  of  t Ik;  early  settlers  of  that 
place,  as  well  as  first  blacksmith. 


The  Christian  name  of  the  wife  of  Mr.  Hurlbut  was  Sarah, 
but  nothing  further  is  known  —  no  date  of  birth,  marriage 
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or  death.  The  dates  of  births  of  five  of  their  six  sons  are 
missing.

THE  BOARDMAN  FAMILY 

(Boardman — Borman — Boreman — Bordman) 

The  English  history  of  Samuel,  the  Wethersfield  settler, 
is  traced  as  follows:  From  (1)  William  Boreman,  of  Ban¬ 
bury,  Oxfordshire,  1525;  (2)  Thomas,  “the  elder/’  of  Clay- 
don,  1546;  d.  1579;  (3)  Thomas  “the  younger,”  of  Claydon, 
m.  Dorothy  Gregory,  1580;  (4)  Christopher,  of  Claydon,  b. 
1581,  d.  1640,  m.  Julian  (daughter  of  Felix)  Carter;  (5) 
Samuel,  baptized  Banbury,  Oxfordshire,  Eng.,  Aug.  20,  1615, 
came  early  to  Wethersfield  from  Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
where  his  name  first  appears  on  records  1639.  The  Board- 
man  genealogy  makes  it  clear  that  the  removal  of  Samuel 
to  Wethersfield  was  in  1641  and 'intimates  a  possibility  that 
his  wife,  Mary  Betts,  whose  mother  was  “the  Widoe”  Betts 
of  Hartford,  “School  dame”  in  the  town,  may  have  been  a 
second  wife,  married  at  Hartford,  his  first  wife  having  died 
at  Ipswich.  His  wife  was  Mary  Betts,  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  Betts  of  Claydon,  Oxfordshire,  England,  from 
which  place,  undoubtedly,  they  emigrated  to  America. 
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Samuel  Borman5  received  large  grants  of  land  at  Wethers¬ 
field  from  both  the  town  and  the  Indians,  by  each  of  whom 
he  seems  to  have  been  greatly  trusted  and  respected.  A 
portion  of  the  land  (30  acres)  which  he  had  from  the  town, 
January  2.  1649-50,  was  at  the  south  end  of  the  present 
Rocky  Hill,  being  the  first  piece  of  land  at  the  end  of  the 
town  granted  to  a  private  individual.  It  furnished  great 
quantities  of  saplings  suitable  for  making  pipe  staves — 
then  a  very  important  industry  in  the  infant  colonies  and, 
as  Mr.  Boardman  was  a  cooper  by  trade,  it  may  have  been 
one  of  the  inducements  which  led  him  to  leave  Massachusetts 
where  the  supply  was  being  rapidly  exhausted.  He  died  in 
April,  1673.

The  Booth  Chart  compiled  by  George  Munson  Booth  of 
Chicago  states  that  Richard  Booth*  was  baptized  at  Great 
Budworth,  County  Cheshire,  England,  in  August,  1608,  a 
son  of  Edward  Booth  (died  1628),  who  was  a  son  of  William 
Booth  of  Twemlow,  County  Cheshire  (by  his  wife  Ellen 
Davenport,  daughter  of  John  Davenport  of  Davenport) ,  who 
was  a  son  of  Edward  Booth  of  Twemlow,  who  was  a  son  of 
Sir  William  Booth  of  Dunham  Massie,  County  Cheshire,  who 
died  in  1519.

Mr.  (or  later,  Lieutenant)  John  Hollister1,  is  said  to  have 
been  born  in  Glastonbury,  England,  but  Mr.  Alpheus  Hol¬ 
lister  of  Hollisterville,  Pennsylvania,  says  that  “the  Hollis- 
ters  were  from  Bristol,  England,  a  good  family  as  early  as 
Henry  VIII.  There  was  a  John  Hollister,  Lord  of  the  Manor 
Stinchcombe  in  1608.  Dennis  Hollister  was  a  member  of 
Cromwell’s  Privy  Council  after  the  protectorate  was  estab¬ 
lished.  The  name  is  derived  from  “Holly”  and  “Ter”  or 
“Terre,”  which  means  Hollyland  or  place  of  the  Holly  trees. 
There  is  still  a  hamlet  in  England  bearing  the  name  “Hol¬ 
lister”  or  “Ilollisterre.”  (Stiles,  “Historie  of  Ancient  Weth¬ 
ersfield.”) 


John  Hollister  was  born  in  England  about  1612.  He  seems 
to  have  located  first  at  Weymouth  Massachusetts,  but  re¬ 
moved  to  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  in  1644,  where  he 
quickly  took  a  prominent  position  in  the  community.  He 
married  Joanna  Treat,  daughter  of  the  Honorable  Richard 
Treat.  John  Hollister1  died  at  Wethersfield.

He  married,  in  England,  on  April  27, 
1615,  Alice,  he  daughter  of  Hugh  Gaylord  of  Pitminster.

Nathan  Booth7,  eldest  son  of  Robert  and  Ann  (Hollister) 
Booth,  was  born  August  6,  1721.  He  married,  in  1745  or 
1746,  Abigail  Steele,  daughter  of  Dr.  Joseph  Steele  and  his 
wife  Elizabeth  (Hollister)  Steele  and  soon  after  made  his 
home  in  what  was  then  a  wilderness  but  is  now  the  central 
part  of  the  city  of  New  Britain,  Connecticut.  He  became 
the  owner  of  a  large  tract  of  land  extending  from  Walnut 
Hill  to  South  Main  Street  and  from  the  junction  of  Main 
and  Arch  Streets  to  quite  a  distance  to  the  southwest.  A 
part  of  the  tract  was  heavily  wooded,  much  of  it  broken  but 
well  watered  and  some  of  it  fertile.  He  cleared  away  the 
forest  and  built  his  house,  supposed  to  be  the  first  house 
near  the  center,  nearly  on  the  present  site  of  the  South 
Church.  He  was  engaged  extensively  in  farming  and  get¬ 
ting  timber  and  his  tax  list  in  1775  was  the  largest  in  New 
Britain.  He  died  December  31,  1802.  (“History  of  New 
Britain,  Conn.”  by  David  N.  Camp.)

THE  WELLES  FAMILY 


Governor  Thomas  Welles1,  first  American  ancestor  of  the 
family,  was  born  at  Essex,  England,  in  1598  and  came  to 
Poston  and  vicinity  about  1636  and  to  Wethersfield  in  1643. 
His  name  first  appears  in  the  Connecticut  Colony  Records 
as  a  member  of  that  Court  of  Magistrates  held  in  Hartford, 
March  28,  1636-7,  which  declared  war  against  the  Pequots 
and  lie  was  a  magistrate  from  that  time  until  bis  death.  He 
was  appointed  treasurer  of  the  Colony,  April  11,  1639,  held 
tlie  office  for  two  years  and  was  reappointed  May  17,  1649, 
holding  the  office  for  three  years.  From  1640  to  1649  he 
was  Secretary  of  the  Colony;  Deputy  Governor,  1654,  1656, 
1657  and  1659;  Acting*  Governor  in  1654  during  Governor 
Hopkins’  and  also  during  Governor  Winthrop’s  absences  in 
England  and  Governor  in  1655  and  1658.  In  every  detail 
his  public  service  was  distinguished  for  his  uniform  atten¬ 
tion  to  duties  and  the  public  interest.  (Stiles  Genealogies 
of  Ancient  Wethersfield.)

THE  GOODRICH  FAMILY 


From  “The  Goodrich  Family  in  America,”  by 
Lafayette  Wallace  Case,  M.D. 

It  is  certain  that  Goodrich  was  originally  Godric.  Good- 
rich  or  Godrick  are  appellations  which  belonged  to  an  early 
Saxon  abbot,  who  was  exalted  to  the  ranks  of  the  saints 
as  St.  Godric. 


The  Goodrich  tribe  or  family  evidently  existed  in  Great 
Britain  at  a  very  early  period,  but  when  oi*  at  what  place  it 
first  appeared  is  lost  in  the  obscurity  of  the  past. 
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Goodrich  Castle  stands  on  a  commanding  eminence  near 
the  southeastern  extremity  of  the  County  of  Hereford,  in 
Herefordshire,  Wales,  and  dates  back  to  Saxon  times  before 
the  Norman  Conquest. 

It  is  shown  by  Doomsday  Book  and  Freeman's  “History 
of  the  Norman  Conquest,  1066,”  that  the  land-holders  of 
the  Goodrich  family  were  then  numerous.  Freeman  makes 
repeated  mention  of  a  Godrie  of  great  prominence  who  fell 
at  Senlac,  in  the  Battle  of  Hastings,  bravely  lighting  for 
his  king  and  country.  He  was  officially  conspicuous  and  pos¬ 
sessed  of  large  landed  estates  in  different  counties,  was 
sheriff  of  Berkshire  and  Buckinghamshire  and,  possibly, 
also  of  Bedfordshire.  At  that  time  the  sheriff  was  the  first 
man  in  the  county  and  superior,  while  he  held  office,  to 
any  nobleman. 

During  the  reigns  of  Henry  VIII  and  Edward  VI  the  most 
prominent  of  the  name  seems  to  have  been  Thomas  Good¬ 
rich,  Bishop  of  Ely  and  Lord  Chancellor  of  England.

31,  daughter  Elizabeth,  11,  son  Mathew,  8,  daughters  Marie, 
6,  Sara,  3  and  Hanna,  j/>.”

Michael  De  Recor  (Re’cor,  Record,  Ricord,  Recore)  was  a 
French  soldier  from  Burgoyne’s  army  who  was  taken  pris¬ 
oner  of  war..  While  he  was  held  as  such  in  Hartford,  Mr. 
Gideon  Griswold,  one  of  the  principal  farmers  of  that  place, 
paid  some  debts  he  had  contracted  and  brought  him  home 
with  him.  He  made  an  industrious  citizen.  He  married  Lydia 
Griswold,  daughter  of  Gideon  Griswold,  September  15.  1788. 
(Andrews  “Memorial  Genealogy  of  New  Britain.”) 

Lieutenant-General  John  Burgoyne  commanded  the 
famous  expedition  sent  from  Canada  in  1777.  His  army 
consisted  of  about  7,500  men,  including  about  250  Canadians. 
General  Burgoyne  surrendered  to  General  Gates  at  Saratoga, 
October  17,  1777,  after  fighting  two  stubborn  battles.  Since 
Michael  De  Recor  was  a  Frenchman  and  a  soldier  in  Bur¬ 
goyne’s  army,  it  seems  logical  to  assume  that  he  was  a 
French-Canadian.

THE  GRISWOLD  FAMILY 

The  English  Griswolds  were  an  ancient  county  family, 
established  at  Solihull,  Warwickshire,  England,  prior  to 
1400,  the  name  being  generally  written  as  Greswold  or 
Gryswold.  The  family  had  a  pedigree  and  were  entitled  to  a 
coat  of  arms,  viz.,  Arg.  a  fosse  <|ii.  betw.  two  greyhounds 
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wold,  who  about  the  middle  of  the  14th  century  came  from 
Kenilworth,  married  and  settled  in  Solihull  and,  by  Burke, 
the  family  is  called  Griswold  of  Kenilworth  and  Solihull. 
The  family  was  one  of  local  distinction,  they  held  county 
offices,  were  summoned  by  the  Sheriff  with  the  other  gentle¬ 
men  of  the  county  to  be  present  at  the  proclamation  of  Acts 
of  Parliament  and  sworn  to  defend  them.  They  were  not  of 
nobility  but  belonged  to  the  middle  class  landed  gentry — 
that  devout,  patient  and,  above  all,  valiant  class  which  has 
contributed  so  much  toward  making  England,  for  centuries, 
the  foremost  of  nations.  (Stiles,  “Genealogies  and  Biog¬ 
raphies  of  Ancient  Wethersfield.,,) 

Michael  Griswold1  came  to  New  England.  He  was  a 
mason  by  trade  and  yeoman  in  rank,  owning  lands  in  Weth¬ 
ersfield  as  early  as  1640.  The  records  name  Ann  his  wife, 
but  who  she  was,  her  parentage  and  the  date  of  marriage 
have  not  been  determined.  It  is  to  be  presumed  from  the 
date  of  birth  of  his  first  child,  that  they  were  married  in  the 
Colony.  (“The  Griswold  Family,”  by  Glenn  E.  Griswold.)

THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  FAMILY 

Although  the  compiler  has  been  unable  to  discover  the 
parentage  of  our  common  ancestor,  the  Samuel  Stowell  who 
settled  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  it  is  reasonably  certain 
he  belongs  to  the  Stowell  or  Stawell  family  that  settled  in 
County  Somerset,  England,  over  eight  hundred  years  ago. 


The  founder  of  the  family  was  the  Norman  knight  Adam, 
who  came  over  with  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066  and 
whose  services  were  rewarded  by  the  grant  of  the  manor 
called  “de  Coveston”  or  “de  Cothelstone”  and  the  manor  of 
“de  Stawelle”  in  Moorlinch,  County  Somerset. 


“Cothelstone  is  a  very  remarkable  place  on  account  of 
its  great  antiquity,  being  one  of  the  oldest  homes  in  Eng¬ 
land,  situated  six  miles  from  the  Bristol  Channel  in  Quan- 
took,  County  Somerset.  It  came  into  the  possession  of  the 
Stowell  family  in  1066.  At  that  time  the  manor  consisted 
of  a  beautiful  and  extensive  mansion  with  many  buildings 
belonging  to  it  and  immediately  clustered  round  it,  includ¬ 
ing  the  church,  eleven  farm  houses  and  fifty-four  cottages. 
The  manor  has  been  retained  in  the  Stawell  family  in  an 
unbroken  line,  from  oldest  son  to  oldest  son,  from  1066  down 
to  the  present  time,”  wrote  Gerard  in  1633.  “The  manor  of 
‘de  Stawelle’  also  dates  back  to  old  Saxon  times  when  it  was 
known  as  ‘Estawella,’  or  ‘Eastern  Spring.’  ” 


Originally  these  Norman  knights  were  known  only  by 
their  Christian  names,  but  gradually,  for  purposes  of  iden¬ 
tification,  they  adopted  as  their  surnames  the  name  of  the 
manor  or  estate  where  they  lived.  Thus  Sir  Adam  be¬ 
came  Sir  Adam  de  Coveston.  This  was  very  soon  changed 
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to  Sir  Adam  de  Cothelstone  and,  later  to  Sir  Adam  de 
Stawelle. 

The  titled  branch  of  the  family  (the  title  descending 
through  the  eldest  son)  was  very  influential  in  the  12th, 
13th,  14th  and  15th  centuries  and,  in  the  time  of  the  Civil 
Wars,  was  the  most  prominent  family  in  southwestern  Eng¬ 
land,  as  they  had  acquired  by  marriage  or  purchase,  some 
twenty-six  additional  manors  or  estates  with  the  church  liv¬ 
ings  and  advowsons  that  accompanied  them.  They  built  one 
of  the  largest  mansion  houses  in  England  and  were  royalists 
and  staunch  supporters  of  the  Stuarts.  When  the  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Party  and  Cromwell  came  into  power  their  estates 
were  confiscated  and  their  mansion  house  and  the  church 
badly  damaged  and  Sir  John  Stawell  was  imprisoned  for 
several  years  in  the  Tower  of  London. 

Under  Charles  II  a  restoration  was  made  of  such  property 
as  remained  and  Ralph,  son  of  Sir  John,  as  recompense  was 
created,  on  the  15th  of  January,  1 G83,  a  baron,  under  the 
title  of  “Lord  Stawell  of  Somerton.” 


Samuel  was  not  a  common  name  in  the  family  in  the  early 
days.  The  name  of  Samuel  appears  in  the  Bath  Abbey  Reg¬ 
ister,  which  gives  the  birth  of  a  Samuel  Stowell  on  the  5th 
of  January,  1581,  and  the  Chudleigh  Register  gives  the 
death  of  a  Samuel  Stowell,  December  7.  1628 — probably  the 
same  Samuel.  Possibly  our  immigrant  Samuel  may  have 
been  a  son  of  his.  We  know  the  date  of  death  of  our  Samuel 
to  have  been  in  1683,  but  as  we  do  not  know  his  age  at  the 
time  of  death,  we  cannot  definitely  fix  the  date  of  the  birth, 
but  indications  point  to  about  1625. 


Although  there  were  a  few  scattered  families  there  prior 
to  that  date  the  real  settlement  of  Hingham  Massachusetts, 
occurred  in  1635  when  a  large  colony  from  Hingham,  Eng¬ 
land,  came  over  and  organized  fhe  town,  naming  it  Hing¬ 
ham  after  their  old  English  home. 

This  would  make  Samuel  about  ten  years  old  at  that  time. 
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He  may  have  been  brought  over  by  some  relative  on  his 
mother’s  side  or  by  some  friend  of  the  family  or  as  an 
orphan  apprenticed  to  one  of  the  immigrants.  This  was 
probably  the  case,  for  his  name  does  not  appear  on  any  of 
the  ships’  registers  or  in  any  of  the  Ilingham  records  until 
his  marriage  in  1649  to  Mary  Farrow  is  recorded  in  Hobart’s 
Diary. 


The  Stowell  barons  always  spelled  their  name  “Stawell” 
in  their  personal  signature.  In  other  records,  and  especially 
in  regard  to  those  of  the  family  other  than  the  titled  branch, 
it  is  very  often  spelled  “Stowell.”  In  England  the  name  is 
spelled  either  “Stawell”  or  “Stowell,”  never  in  any  other 
way.  In  earlier  times,  “Stawell”  predominated.  At  present 
as  many  spell  it  “Stowell”  as  “Stawell.”  In  America  it  has 
never  been  spelled  “Stawell.”  The  original  immigrant  spelled 
it  “Stowell”  and  that  form  is  generally  used,  although 
“Stoel”  is  quite  common. 


Samuel  Stowell*  was  a  blacksmith.  In  those  days,  es¬ 
pecially  in  a  small  community  like  Hingham,  the  village 
blacksmith  was  a  very  useful  member.  He  not  only  shod 
tile  horses  but  repaired  all  the  wagons,  farming  tools  and 
implements  and,  what  was  of  great  importance,  the  fire  arms 
with  which  those  pioneers  defended  their  homes  and  prop¬ 
erty.  He  stood  well  and  was  a  respected  member  in  that 
rather  dignified  and  self-respecting  community,  for  his  de¬ 
scendants  all  married  into  the  best  families  of  Hingham 
and  Newton. 


Samuel  was  born  in  England  and  died  in  Hingham,  Mass¬ 
achusetts,  November  9,  1683.  He  married,  on  October  25, 
1649,  Mary  Farrow,  daughter  of  John  and  Frances  Farrow, 
born  in  Hingham,  County  Suffolk,  England,  September  22, 
1633.  She  died  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  October  24,

THE  ANCESTRY  OF  DORA  ESTHER  GUTHRIE 

From  “Records  of  the  Guthrie  Family,”  by  Harris  H. 
and  Evelyn  Guthrie  Dunn. 

The  name  of  Guthrie  is  an  ancient  and  honorable  one, 
the  name  of  a  family  of  great  antiquity  in  Scotland.  Craw¬ 
ford,  in  his  lives  of  the  officers  of  State,  says:  “That  the 
Guthries  held  the  Barony  of  Guthrie  by  charter  from  King 
David  the  II,  but  that  they  were  men  of  rank  and  property 
long  before  the  reign  of  James  II.  Sir  David  Guthrie,  Baron 
of  Guthrie,  was  Sheriff  of  Forfar  in  1457.  He  held  the  situ¬ 
ation  of  Armor  Bearer  to  King  James  III  and  was  consti¬ 
tuted  Lord  Treasurer  of  Scotland  in  1461. 

On  account  of  religious  persecution  under  which  the  fam¬ 
ily  suffered,  James,  John  and  Robert  Guthrie  decided  to 
leave  Edinburgh  and  seek  security  and  repose  in  the  New 
World.  They  first  settled  in  Boston  about  1680. 

John  Guthrie1  removed  from  Boston  to  Litchfield  County, 
Connecticut,  where  he  died  in  1730. 

John  Guthrie-,  son  of  John1,  removed  from  Durham, 
Connecticut,  to  Stratford,  Connecticut,  November  1,  1726. 
He  returned  later  to  Durham,  about  1734,  and  then  removed 
to  Woodbury,  Connecticut,  where  he  became  an  honored 
and  wealthy  citizen.  He  married,  first,  Abigail  Coe,  of  Strat¬ 
ford,  in  June,  1727,  and  married  secondly.  Susanna - . 


THE  COE  FAMILY 

Robert  Coe'  was  born  in  Suffolkshire,  England,  in  1596. 
He  sailed  for  Boston,  Massachusetts,  with  his  wife,  Anna, 
April  10,  1634,  in  the  ship,  “Francis,”  being  a  member  of  the 
Wethersfield  Company  that  bought  the  plantation  of  Stam¬ 
ford,  Connecticut.  His  wife,  Anna,  was  born  in  1591. 

Robert  Coe-,  son  of  Robert  and  Anna  Coe,  was  born  in 
1627  in  England.  He  married,  at  Hempstead,  Long  Island, 
Susanna - .  His  death  occurred  in  1659. 
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Captain  John  Coe*,  son  of  Robert  and  Susanna  Coe,  was 
born  in  Stratford,  Connecticut,  May  10,  1658.  He  married 
Mary  Hawley,  December  20,  1682,  and  died  April  19,  1741. 

Abigail  Coe1,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Hawley)  Coe, 
was  born  November  11,  1702.  She  married  John  Guthrie2 
at  Stratford,  Connecticut,  in  June,  1727. 

THE  HAWLEY  FAMILY 

Joseph  Hawley  was  born  in  Derbyshire,  England,  in  1603, 
and  died  in  Stratford,  Connecticut,  in  1690.  His  wife’s  name 
was  Catherine  Birdseye.  Joseph  Hawley  was  the  brother  of 
Elizabeth  Hawley,  who  married  Richard  Booth*,  the  ances¬ 
tor  of  Ann  Booth,  wife  of  Seth  Lusk.

Benjamin  Guthrie*  was  the  fourth  son  of  James  and  Abi¬ 
gail  (Betts)  Guthrie.  He  married  Milly  - ,  and  they 

removed  to  Pennsylvania.  The  children  of  Benjamin  and 
Milly  Guthrie  baptized  in  Sherbourne,  September  8,  1804, 
were:  Clarissa,  Abigail  Elsie,  Chauncey,  Philemon,  Almond, 
Lewis,  Samuel  and  Charles. 

Almond  Guthrie*,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Milly  Guthrie,  was 
baptized  in  Sherbourne,  September  8,  1804.  He  married 
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Elizabeth  Salisbury,  June  18,  1820,  and  in  1824  they  set¬ 
tled  in  Cattaraugus  County,  New  York,  then  a  wilderness. 

Humphrey  is  a  small  center  close  to  the  farm  of  Almond 
Guthrie  and  now  belonging  to  his  descendants.  It  is  in  Cat¬ 
taraugus  County,  near  Great  Valley,  in  the  heart  of  the 
dairying  country.  When  Almond  Guthrie  and  his  wife  Eliz¬ 
abeth  settled  on  the  farm  it  was  in  the  midst  of  the  wilder¬ 
ness  and  the  way  to  it  was  blazed  by  them.  The  original 
farm  has  been  considerably  reduced  by  inheritance  and 
otherwise,  Edwin  Guthrie  having  given  sites  for  church, 
cemetery  and  town  hall  to  the  town  of  Humphrey.

George  Luther  Wheeler-  was  born  in  Mulberry,  Arkansas, 
August  17,  1868.  He  went  to  Dublin,  Texas,  as  an  infant 
and  to  Pawnee,  Oklahoma,  early  in  1894.  On  September  9, 
1896,  he  married  Harriet  Kolb.  Mr.  Wheeler  was  engaged 
in  the  men’s  clothing  business  in  Pawnee  and  died  Decem¬ 
ber  24,  1923. 

THE  KOLB  FAMILY 

Thomas  Jefferson  Kolb  was  born  October  19,  1844,  near 
Montgomery,  Alabama.  He  lived  in  Louisiana  several  years 
during  his  youth  and  was  there  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil 
War.  He  joined  the  Confederate  Arrr>y  in  Ouachita,  Union 
Parish,  Louisiana,  and  served  four  years  in  the  17th  Lou- 


Granger,  who  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Tennessee,  and  raised 
in  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kolb  moved  to  Arkansas  in  1869  and 
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lived  there  (most  of  the  years  in  Prairie  Grove)  until  the 
opening  of  the  Cherokee  Strip.  Mr.  Kolb  was  assessor  sev¬ 
eral  terms  in  early  years.  He  died  January  26,  1899,  at 
Pawnee,  Oklahoma. 

Harriet  Kolb  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Arkansas, 
July  22,  1878.  In  the  middle  of  September,  1893,  Harriet 
Kolb,  accompanying  her  father  and  brother  and  other  rela¬ 
tives,  with  a  group  of  friends,  made  the  run  for  land  into 
Oklahoma  Territory  when  the  Cherokee  Strip  was  opened 
for  settlement.  They  had  with  them  horses,  covered  wagons 
and  a  surrey.  They  camped  the  first  night  by  the  spring  on 
her  father’s  claim  and  had  a  venison  supper.  All  who  were 
eligible  filed  claims  next  day.  This  crowd  of  relatives  and 
friends  came  from  northwestern  Arkansas — right  in  the 
Ozarks — and  homesteaded  on  their  claims  near  Pawnee.

THE  CRAWFORD  FAMILY 


THE  ANCESTRY  OF  JEANNETTE  CRAWFORD 

Thomas  Crawford*,  whose  family  was  of  Scotch  origin, 
was  born  in  1759  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  He  was  a 
farmer  of  the  middle  class  there.

Robert  Crawford-',  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Bothwell) 
Crawford,  was  born  at  Keene,  Ohio,  in  1828.  He  married 
Sarah  Shannon  of  Keene  and  they  went  to  a  farm  at  Volney, 
Iowa,  in  1850.  He  was  a  wheelwright  and  wagon  maker  and 
sold  threshing  machines.  He  served  as  County  Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Coe  Isaac  Crawford*,  son  of  Robert  and  Sarah  (Shannon) 
Crawford,  was  born  at  Volney,  Allamakee  County,  Iowa,  in 
1858.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Iowa  Law 
School  and  settled  in  Pierre,  South  Dakota,  in  1883.  Mr. 
Crawford  served  in  the  last  Dakota  Territorial  Legislature, 
was  County  Attorney,  State  Attorney  General,  Governor, 
1907-1909,  and  United  States  Senator  from  South  Dakota, 
1909-1915.  His  home  and  law  office  have  been  in  Huron, 
South  Dakota,  since  1896  or  1897.  Coe  I.  Crawford  married 
Lavinia  Curtis  Robinson  in  1896.

The  Ancestry  of  Russell  Francis  Lundy 


From  “The  Lundy  Family,”  by  William  Clinton  Armstrong. 

Sylvester  .Lundy1,  of  Axminster,  County  of  Devon,  Eng¬ 
land,  is  the  only  known  ancestor  of  the  Lundy  family  who 
lived  and  died  in  the  Old  World. 


Richard  Lundy-,  son  of  Sylvester  Lundy,  was  born  in 
England,  was  a  resident  of  Axminster,  an  emigrant  to  the 
New  World  in  1676,  a  settler  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania 
and  the  founder  of  the  Lundy  family  in  America.  He  was 
an  elder  in  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends.  He  married, 
first,  on  August  20,  1684,  Elizabeth  Bennett,  daughter  of 
William  and  Rebecca  Bennett  and,  secondly,  on  June  24, 
1691,  Jane  Lyon,  born  in  England  in  April,  1666,  a  Quaker 
maiden  who  came  to  America. 


Richard  Lundy:‘,  son  of  Richard  and  Jane  (Lyon)  Lundy, 
was  the  first  American-born  Lundy.  He  was  born  in  the 
County  of  Bucks,  Pennsylvania,  on  May  3,  1692,  and  died 
in  Warren  County,  New  Jersey,  on  February  28,  1772.  He 
was  an  elder  in  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  and  married 
Elizabeth  Large,  daughter  of  Joseph  Large  of  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  April  3,  1714. 

Thomas  Lundy,  son  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  (Large) 
Lundy,  was  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  14, 
1725.  He  moved  to  New  Jersey  in  1745,  was  a  mason  by 
trade  and  married  Joanna  Doan  on  March  3,  1750. 

Ephriam  Lundy,  son  of  Thomas  and  Joanna  (Doan) 
Lundy,  was  born  July  17,  1758.  He  married  Elizabeth  Pat¬ 
terson,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Doane)  Patterson, 
who  was  born  July  26,  1758. 

Thomas  Lundy5,  son  of  Ephriam  and  Elizabeth  (Patter¬ 
son)  Lundy,  was  born  June  25,  1787.  He  married  Katherine 
Wagnor  in  1811. 

William  Lundy",  son  of  Thomas  and  Katherine  (Wagnor) 
Lundy,  was  born  June  14,  1811,  in  Lycoming  County,  Penn- 
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sylvania.  He  was  among  the  first  settlers  west  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  River,  residing  at  Atalissa,  Iowa.  William  Lundy 
served  in  the  Civil  War  as  captain  of  Company  “G,”  Iowa 
Cavalry.  He  married  Mary  Overman,  born  February  22, 
1819,  daughter  of  Enoch  and  Sarah  (Baldwin)  Overman  of 

s 

Overman’s  Ferry,  Ohio.  She  was  a  Quaker.  William  died 
on  December  27,  1882,  and  his  wife  died  May  26,  1915. 

Cyrus  Cornelius  Lundy7,  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Over¬ 
man)  Lundy,  was  born  April  3,  1844,  at  Black  Rock,  High¬ 
land  County,  Ohio.  He  was  a  corporal  in  the  35th  Iowa  In¬ 
fantry  in  the  Civil  War,  attended  the  University  of  Iowa 
and  graduated  from  the  Academy  in  1868.  He  was  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  Iowa  from  1870  to  1896  and  a  plantation  owner 
in  Mississippi  from  1896  to  1927.  Cyrus  Cornelius  Lundy 
and  Emily  Waterman  were  married  at  Pierpont,  Ohio,  on 
October  4,  1868.  He  died  at  Taylorville,  Illinois,  Aug.  3,  1927. 


THE  WATERMAN  FAMILY 

Solomon  Waterman,  born  May  10,  1808,  was  descended 
from  English  people  who  were  lawyers  and  doctors.  He  was 
a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War  and  married,  on  September  27, 
1832,  Catherine  Hart,  born  April  26,  1816,  the  daughter  of 
Ludwick  Hart  (born  October  29,  1786)  and  Barbary  Hart 
(born  June  15,  1776). 

Emily  Waterman,  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Catherine 
(Hart)  Waterman,  was  born  August  3,  1836,  at  Charleston, 
Tioga  County,  Pennsylvania.  She  was  a  teacher  before  her 
marriage  in  1868  and  died  February  9,  1905,  at  Edinburg, 
Illinois. 

THE  LUNDY  FAMILY— (Continued) 


Luther  Thomas  LundyH,  son  of  Cyrus  Cornelius  and  Emily 
(Waterman)  Lundy,  was  born  at  Villisca,  Iowa,  January  22, 
1878.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Iowa  in  1901, 
practised  dentistry  at  Taylorville,  Illinois,  and  was  the  first 
dentist  in  Christian  County,  Illinois  to  have  electrical  equip- 
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ment.  He  was  a  life  member  of  the  Illinois  State  Dental 
Society ;  Secretary  of  Central  Illinois  Dental  Society  from 
1903  to  1931,  except  for  one  term  when  he  was  president. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  School  Board  and  Trustee  of  the 
Baptist  Church  at  Taylorville.  He  was  a  Mason  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Knights  of  Pythias  and  I.  0.  0.  F. 
Luther  Thomas  Lundy  and  Ethel  Estella  Kelley  were  mar¬ 
ried  at  Taylorville,  Illinois,  August  18,  1903.  He  died  at 
Taylorville,  March  5,  1931 

THE  KELLEY  FAMILY 

Henry  Kelley1,  born  in  1742,  and  died  in  1832,  lived  in 
North  Carolina.  He  was  a  corporal  in  the  Revolutionary 
War. 


John  Kelley-,  son  of  Henry  Kelley,  was  born  in  North 
Carolina  in  1783.  He,  with  his  family,  was  the  first  settler 
in  Sangamon  County  (Springfield),  Illinois.  He  built  the 
first  log  cabin  in  Springfield  and  was  the  contractor  for  the 
first  Illinois  State  Court  House.  A  D.  A.  R.  marker  marks 
the  site  of  this  first  log  cabin  of  the  Kelleys. 


He  brought  apple  trees  with  him  from  North  Carolina, 
where  he  had  orchards,  and  planted  them  in  Illinois,  where 
they  are  known  as  the  “North  Carolina  Red  Streaks.”  Some 
gold  they  brought  from  a  mine  they  owned  in  North  Car¬ 
olina  was  buried  on  their  first  land  in  Illinois  and  has  lately 
been  dug  up  and  is  now  in  the  State  Museum.  John  Kelley 
died  in  1823. 


William  Russell  Kelley-'*  son  of  John  Kelley,  was  born  in 
North  Carolina  in  1815,  and  came  to  Illinois  with  his  parents. 
He  married  Florella  Hallord,  who  was  born  in  1819  in 
Tennessee.  William  Russell  died  in  1895  and  his  wife  in  1881. 

Joel  Smith  Kelley*,  son  of  William  Russell  and  Florella 
(Halford)  Kelley,  was  born  in  Edinburg,  Illinois,  September 
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20,  1851,  and  married  Phoebe  May  Shade  at  Edinburg  on 
March  8,  1874.  He  was  a  contractor,  but  retired  and  lived 
at  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  where  he  died  in  1937. 

THE  SHADE  FAMILY 

Harvey  Shade  was  born  in  Portage  County,  Ohio,  Janu¬ 
ary  28,  1827.  He  was  a  corporal  in  Company  “A,”  182nd 
Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  in  the  Civil  War.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Henshie.  Harvey  Shade  died  in  Illinois 
in  1914. 

Phoebe  May  Shade,  daughter  of  Harvey  and  Eliza  (Hen¬ 
shie)  Shade,  was  born  May  G,  1852.  She  died  in  Illinois 
in  1918. 

THE  HENSHIE  FAMILY 

Hans  Joggi  (Jacobus)  Handschi1  was  born  in  Switzerland 
in  1693.  With  his  wife,  Barbara  (Richenbocker)  Handschi 
(born  1694)'  and  their  children,  he  came  to  America  on  Sep¬ 
tember  23,  1740. 

Henry  Hanshie-,  son  of  Hans  Joggi  (Jacobus)  and  Bar¬ 
bara  (Richenbocker)  Handschi,  was  born  in  Switzerland  in 
1736  and  came  to  America  with  his  parents  in  1740.  He 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  from  1778  to  1783  and 
died  in  Ohio  in  1795.
